EMPIRE COTTON, 


PROGRESS TO DATE, 


The marvellous progress which: has. been 
made daring the past three years in. the deve 
lopment: of the catton-growing industry within 
the confines of the Empire clearly indicate: 
that the day is not far distant when the British 
spinner will not be at the merey of the United 
States for his supplies of the raw material. 
This movement to develop new. sources ‘of 
supply was not. initiated’a moment toosoon. 
Apart from the obvious ‘absurdity: which de: 
pendence upon a foreign conntry for such « 
commodity entails, when there are thousands 
of miles of British territory capable of pro 
ducing it in quantities and qaality eqoal 
to sll home requirements, there was a much 
more serious aspect of the qaestion developing 
apace. The Uviited States has not only nearly 


reached the. economic limit in production of: 


the new material, but that country’s domestic 
requirements have been of late years increas 
ing in an adverse ratio to the free ship- 
ment abroad of the commodity. In other 
words, the United States spinners, in a com- 
paratively brief period of time, provided 
recognised agricaltural and. economic laws are 
not outraged in their interests, will require 
to look outside their own country for addi- 
tional supplies of raw catton. Assuming that 
the rest of the world depended upon India 
and Egypt—which, had the new cotton-grow- 
ing districts not been developed, they would 
unquestionably have done-ruin stared the 
spinning industries of Europe in the face, and 
consumers everywhere would not only have 
depended upon America for such supplies of 
raw material as she chose to release, but for 
the manufactured products as well. 

The development, then, of cotton-growing 
within the British Empire is a matter of im- 
portance, not only to the Lancashire spinner, 
botconsumers of all classes throughout the 
world. Instead of being dependent as they 
practically are at present—for Great Britain 
takes practically balf of the present Indian 
crop and a very heavy percentage of the 
Egyptian output, the balance of the former 
scarcely meeting local requirements and the 
balance of the Jatter being s0 widely distri- 
buted that it can scarcely be regarded in any 
one instance as a certain source of supp'y— 
upon the United States crop, grown in what is, 
after all, a comparatively limited are, and 
subject to almost similar weather conditions, 
the surplus outputs of British Colonies and 
dependencies all over the world will in a few 
years be available for the consumers of raw 
materia’. Itis impossible to imagine such a 
state of affairs as the universal tailure of the 
British crop, considering that we shall be ab'e 
to draw upon India, Egypt, South Africa, West 
Africa, East Africa, the West Indies, British 
North Borneo, Australia and the Malay States, 
to say nothing of other widely distributed 
centres, for our aupplier. 

The cotton thus produced is not a make- 
ehift, and for proot of this assertion one has 
merely to stroll round the excellent little 
exhibition of British-grown cotton which has 
been got ttgether at the Imperial Institute, 
and is open daily at South Kensington. The 
exhibition js proof—if such were needed—of 
the energy which the British Cotton Growing 
Association has displayed in fulfilling the task 
it set itself to perform three years ago. As 
the result of its first year’s work cotton to 
the value of £100,000 was grown in British 
territories where it had not been produced 
commercially within the memory of man, and 
this year the value of the outpnt should 
exceed.a quarter of a million sterling. This 
sum, large though it be, is admittedly a mere 
trifle when placed side by side’ with the value 
of our total imports of raw cotton ; bot it 
must be remembered that it represents the 
prodoct of entirely new areas brought under 
cultivation on scientific liner. The outlay to 
achieve’ this result, too, has been compara- 
tively heavy, but had it been a hundred times 
as large the results can be said to perfectly 
justify the expenditure. 

Omitting reference in detail to India and 
Egypt—where, however, the areas under cnl- 
tivation are increasing each year—it is interest- 
ing to note the very material progress which 
has been made in Colonies where the growing 
of cotton has been initiated by the association. 
Few people are probably aware of the fact that 
tie United States received its first consign- 
ment of cotton-seed a hundred and seventy 
years agofrom the West Indies,vid tha Chelséa 
Physic Gardens, Yet such is the case, and, what 
is more, these islands during the first year of 
the last centary shipped to Europe no less 
than ten million pounds of the raw material. 
Ia 1836 the exports had fallen to eight million 
pounds, and in 1901 they had declined to the 
infinitesimsl total of 230,000 pounds. The ap- 

parent collapse of what was, andoubtedly, a 
rrostdble industry was due to the introduction 
of sugar-growing in the islands. With a lack of 
foresight many of their descendants have had 
good cause to regret, the planters rushed at 
the new industry'to the detriment of the old, 
and left the supplying of the raw cotton market 
to the Americans, They have, however, taker) 
up cotton-growing again with such vigour that

- se nn has: beén made by 
Bais ip depengency wil he ye 
appreciated ag the statement that in 1904 
8,000 acres were under~oultivation with com- 
mercial cotton, the bulk of which was available 
for export. West Africa is another more than 
promising cotton-growing centre. Until the 
Cotton-Growing Association and the Govern- 
ment took matters in hand, the cotton grown 
by the natives was of: little or no. commercial 
value. Experimeats with good saed, under the 
direation of competent instractors, soon show. 
ed.the. natives that a new industry, with which 
they already had an elementary acquaintance, 
could be created, and they have worked at it 
to some purpose. At any rate, raw cotton to 
the value of £7,30 was shipped in 1903, and 
the output, now that large areasare going into 
cultivation, is bound to increase in the near 
fature. In Natal and in the Transvaal, ip 
Rhodesia and Swaziland, extensive experi- 
mental plantations are in existence, and from 
some of these centres good commercial cotton 
has ban aban been- obtained. In Bast Africa and 
British Central Africa the growing ot the 
Egyptian variety of cotton and the improve 
ment of native varieties has been taken in 
hand. Indeed, in no British possession in the 
Dark Continent has the prodaction of cotton 
begn showa to be impossible; and when, in 
some of the colonies, questions of transport 
and labour have been solved, a steady output 
from all of them can with confidence be anti- 


cipated. ; 

In Asia, outside India, some very excellent 
samples—they are nothing more, however— 
from the Straits Settlements and the Malay 
States are shown at the Imperial Institute ; 
but the cultivation of the plant suffers from 
an uncertain climate, attacks of parasites and 
lack,of labour, so that the difficulties in the 
way of successful production are bound to 
retard private individuals embarking in the 
industry, especially when other money-making 
enterprises are at their hand. North Borneo, 
however, promises to be an important addition 
to British Empire cotton areas. The climate 
is suitable, and the supply of necessary labour 
is ample. Cotton grows wild in North Borneo, 
as, indeed, it does in nearly all the centres 
enomerated above—and efforts are being made 
to improve the native variety, as well as in- 
trodace cultivated cotton from India and other 

recognised producing areas. In Australia the 
aia: problem retards not only the growing 
of cotton commercially in Qaueansland—where 
at one time it was somewhat extensively 
cultivated for export—but also the carrying 
out of experiments in other parts of the con- 
tinent. In the Fiji Islands a parallel in many 
ways to the West Indies can be.found, These 
islands at one time grew cotton extensively, 
the shipments in 1870 being valued at £93,000, 
but by 1902 the exports had entirely ceased. 
Causes of a local character led to the collapse 
of this industry, but efforts are now being 
made to revive it, andas the principal difii- 
culty in the way of successful cultivation has 
been removed there is no reason why the Fiji 
Islands should not ina few years’ time, again 
figure among the list of shippers of raw cotton 
to Great Britain. 

The Imperial Institute Exhibition professes 
to show the cotton industry from the growing 
plant to the manufactured product. This it 
does do ina fashion which is easily under- 
standed of the people. In an hour’s time a 
man of average intelligence can learn more of 
one of our most important industries by visiting 
the Institute's little show than he would 
probably learn from a year’s solid reading of 
books dealing with the subject. Even the 
wisest and youngest of us can learn some- 
thing from a glance round these carefally- 
arranged exhibits,
